He was, indeed, fond 
of all kinds of sport. W hen Sir Henry 
Burrard, coming up immediately after the 
victory of Vimiera, absolutely refused to 
allow him to go in pursuit of Junot’s 
routed troops, he turned to his staff and 
said sadly: “ Well, gentlemen, then there 
is nothing else to do except to shoot red- 
legged partridges.” We like the extract 
from the letter to that wonderful soldier, 
Lord Lynedoch : ' Come up here and have 
a day with my hounds, and we'll talk 
after dinner how to beat the enemy.” 

Sir Douglas Haig has been hunting all 
his life: what more can be said} rd 
French agreed with the author's statement, 
so far back as 1892, that Haig was pro- 
bably the best-read officer in the Army.

He, however, admitted honestly that he 
hunted because he liked it, and that he 
would go on hunting even if it were proved 
to possess no military value. There spoke 
the true sportsman. 

The list given by.the writer includes 
many more names, ranging from General 
Sir H. de B. de Lisle to Oa ptain Bradbury, 
who fell in the retreat from Mons, Sep- 
tember 1, 1914. Some of us.can remember 
when the latter won the big soldiers’ race 
at Punchestown one very wet day on a 
horse of his own called Sloppy Weather. 
Bradbury served with General Parsons, 
and we are heartily glad to read the un- 
stinted praise which the author bestows 
on that General. Sir Evelyn Wood lays 
stress on the number of hunting gunners 
who have risen to command, One is the 
Artillery Commander of an Army Corps: 
several have been retained even thuugh 
they are over age. The man who saved 
us in the retreat, General Smith-Dorrien, 
is also a hunting man, and was hunting 
in the very season before the outbreak of 
war. Lastly, Sir Evelyn Wood can quote 
the testimony of Lord French; who main- 
tains that fox-hunting is invaluable as a 
means of training leaders.

“Richard Roe” has atiained, in his con- 
finement, to an inde structible principle of 
life, the outcome of a fearless outlook and 
of triumphant detachment of mind from 
the material. The self-abnegation which 
he unconsciously expresses is “indicated by 
Mr. Sladen's words concerning these 
heroic letters: ' They are written as if 
there was no such thing as a hardship, 
Hardly any such thing as captivity, the 
obvious intention of the writer being: to 


| banish all anxiety from his mother’s heart, 


and toapply the lessons of philosophy, the 
study of which he has found so enthral- 
ling, to their legitimate use.” 

Mr. Sladen s facts are compiled from 
various authentic sources, and afford the 
information that is, perforce, lacking in 
al, prisoners letters. He gives us “an 
account of the ‘ University’ life, classes, 
sports, food, accommodation, etc., of the 
internment camp of British prisoners. 
Thé camp owes its name of “ University ' 
to Bishop Bury, who was greatly eon 
during his visit at the end of 1916, by the 
methodical course of studies in art and 
science and, indeed, all branches of educa- 
tion, instituted by the prisoners them- 
selves. - Ruhleben Camp is filled, as every- 
one knows, with all ranks and types of

Irishmen often reproach England with 
refusal or inability to recognise the Irish 
point of view. How many Irishmen have 
the honesty, or take the trouble, to try to 
appreciate the English point of view? The 
question occurs to us in relation to the 
present protest against the further export 
of potatoes from this country. Great 
Britain is hungry for potatoes, and is be- 
ginning to clamour for a share of the Irish 
stocks. It is certain that her demand for 
the removal of the restriction on export 
will soon become formidable. In this 
matter we take the Irish view: we think 
that “Irish food for Irish mouths” is a 
righteous and reasonable claim, Where we 
disagree with an apparent majority of Lrish- 
men is in our attitude to the morality of the 
English demand for our potatoes. Nation. 
alist newspapers talk about English selfish- 
ness. Why should hungry Englishmen 
exhibit any special consideration for Lre- 
land at this time? What tense of 
gratitude is expected to restrain them 
from buying our potatoes at good prices 
in the lawful way of trade; even if 
we, having the slenderer purse, are com- 
pelled to. go hungry / These questions cover 
a far larger arena than that of momentary 
food supplies: They cover the whole field 
of Ireland's political, economic, and social 
relations with England. Surely it is time 
for all intelligent Irishmen to study the

They are extracts from the tribute 
which Mr. John Redmond paid to English 
rule in Ireland at a dinner to Australian 
ecclesiastics; less than two years ago, in 
Dublin. | 
The average Englishman will then turn 
to the other side of the account. Ireland 
has been, on the whole, an immense 
nuisance to him; but, in his angriest 
moments, he has {loved her quali- 
ties of gallantry, of spiritual fervour, 
of impatience under injustice, of loyalty 
to high tauses. These qualities have been 
often tested in the past, but the hour of 
their supreme test came two years ago. 
The war is “Ireland's war” as much 
as England's, and what has Ireland 
done in it? She has been a bitter 
disappointment to the average -English- 


man; he is disappointed as much on 


her account as on his own. Ireland has 
not lost her military qualities. She sent 
just a sufficiency of splendid Irish soldiers 
to the front to prove that her fighting men. 
are still among the. best in the world. 
When she had done that much, however, 
some evil genius of apathy and selfishness 
seized upon her, She stopped her 
supply of recruits, and refused to accept 
compulsory service, with the result that 
her regiments have almoss ceased . to 
exist, except in the Empire's deathless roll 
oí fame. The class of Frishmen on whom 
England had showered the most lavish 
benefits refused absolutely to help Eng- 
land in the tremendous effort of her 
greatest War Loan. A band of Irish 
fanatics helped Germany to strike a blow. 
at England on Irish soil, and the seditious 
spirit in Ireland is still a cause of grave 
‘The 
Nationalist Party in Parliament has done 
nothing to further the presecution of the 
war. 


Irish aid. It seems that even the supply of 
Irish Roman Catholic chaplains for Irish 
Roman Catholics in the trenches cannot 
be maintained. The new scheme 
National Service is to be applied to Ireland

We have borrowed the title of this 
article from that of a new novel; for we 
think that it illustrates the English point 
of view about Ireland. To the English- 
man one side of the recent account between 
England and Ireland is clear and growded, 
and on the other side he sees for the 
moment an empty page. Nevertheless, the 
full balance-sheet exists, and the writing, 
now almost invisible, on one of its pages, 
will not fail te take shape and colour in 
the near future, England has. iven Ire- 
land the benefit of her vast credit, her ad- 
miration, her good-will, her own free in- 
stitutions, and was preparing to give even 
more than these things. In return Ire- 


land has failed England in the greatest | 


crisis of European history, England will 
not forget. For her, when she finds time 
to arrange her thoughts, the other side of 
the balance-sheet will become a very visible 
record of all that Ireland was expected to 
do, waght to have done, and did not do in 
the great war. If that balance-sheet is 
not to stand between the two countries, a 
sinister symbol of disunion and distrust, 
for generations to come, Ireland must 
make haste, before the last chance has fled, 
to revise her- whole attitude to the war of 
liberty. She is not hkely to do this until 
she begins to understand the English point 
of view—-to see her own conduct in the 
war through English eyes. Her present 
ignorance of English feeling, as shown in 
her Press and in the speeches of her poli- 
ticlans, is profound. Irish Nationalists 
seem to be utterly unconscious of the fact, 
and probable results, of the startling dis- 
illusionment that England has suffered 
concerning Ireland. They seem to be 
unable to realise that in six months Mr. 
Dillon's speeches have done more harm to 
the relations between the two countries 
than the best Irish statesmanship will be 
able to undo in six years. We believe 
that if, by some flash of national enlighten- 
ment, Ireland could be brought suddenly 
to see the English point of view, we should 


have an Imperial Nationalist Party and 


an Imperial Nationalist policy in the 
twinkling of an eye.

President Wilson has informed the 
United States Senate that the text of the 


‘Note from the German Foreign Secretary 


to the German Minister in Mexico, pub- 
lished ‘by the Associated Press, is 
authentic. The Note proposed an alliance 
between Germany and Mexico, which 
should become operative if the United 
States declared war on Germany. Ger- 
many and Mexico were to make war and 
peace together; Germany was to give 
general financial support, and Mexico was 
to recover her lost territory of New 
Mexico, Texas, and Arizona. The Note 
further invited President Carranza to 
suggest to Japan that she should associate 
herself with the alliance. The Note 
has been for some time in the 
Administration's hands. It has been 
revealed by the Associated Press, a con- 
sistent supporter of the Administration. 
It can have been published by that agency 
only, with the sanction of the Adminis- 
tration, and it has been published with 
every appearance of a deliberate attempt 
t» rally public opinion to the President's 
side.

The German plot to embroil America 
with Mexico-and Japan came as a great 
surprise to the general public, but 1 tancy 
it was no news to our diplomatists. Ever 
since the opening of the new sul “arine 
campaign the German Press, with official 
inspiration no doubt, has been full of 
references to the prospect of a collision 
between America and Japan, and the 
Germanophile papers in heutral countries 
have taken the same line.

TEUTONIC TREACHERY. “ 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM, 
WASHINGTON, Frimay. 

The House of Representatives, after ten 
hours’ debate, passed, by a vote of 403 to 15, 
the bill empowering the President to arm 
merchantmen, but not extending to him 
authority to use other instrumentalities which 
Mr. Wilson specifically desires. When the House 
of Representatives Bill reaches the Senate on 
Friday, the Senate Bill, which the Administra 
tion fully commends, will be substituted, ard 
it 1s expected will be finally accepted by both 
Houses. 

In response to a reques} by the Senaze fcr 
Herr Zimmermann’s Note, President Wilson Las 
sent the Senate a report by Mr. Lansing, in 
which he says: ‘“The Govertnent is in possession 
of evidence which establishes the fact that the 
Note referred to is authentic, that it is in pos- 
Session of the Government of the United States, 
and that. the evidence was procured by this 
Government during the present week, but, in 
my opinion, it is incompatible with the public 
interest to.send the Senate at the present time 
any further information in the possession of 
the United States relative tá the Note.” 

Count Bernstorff was instructed from Berlin 
to arrance for a dismantling of German in- 
terned ships simultaneously with the receipt of 
Herr Zimmermann’s Note to Mexico. This 
added a thread in the mesh of the German in- 
trigue. While Germany was still protesting 
friendship it has been allowed to become 
known, the inference being that full detailed 
instructions were sent to Count Bernstorff to 
make war by this country impossible. 

The officials have refused to disclose any other 
elements of the plot, but it is indicated that 
it was general and wholesale. 

Confirming the belief in many quarters that 
Mr. Wilson knew of the existence of Herr Zim- 
mermann’s Note when he decided to break off 
relations, it is pointed out that while the 
President informed the Senate that the evi- 
dence of authenticity was procured by the 
Government during the present week, he did 
not state when he came into possession ol 
the document. 

ARMED NEUTRALITY. 

Before taking up the armed neutrality 
measure, the Senate this afternoon discussed 
the Naval Bill, and adopted an amendment 
making all appropriation available immediately 
instead of on uir 1. 

Urging the acceptance of the amendment, 
Mr. Lodge said the country is in situation 
which may lead to war at the shortest notice. 
The Navy is our first line of the defence. We 
want all these appropriations to be immediately 
available. To tie up money until next July 
would be a great mistake. 

The Senate also adopted an amendment 
lishing another navy yard on tue 
coast, and unanimously approved 
Committee’s elimination of the 
Naval Bill re-affirming that *‘ the | 
U.S. is to adjust and settle its internaty 
disputes through mediation or arbitration 
the end that war may be honourably avoided. 

MONEY VOTED. 

The Senate finally adonted without roll call 
the Naval Bill, which sanctions an appropria- 
tion of 535,000,000 dollars. The measure now 
goes before a conference of both Houses. The 
Senate approved the issue of 150,000,000 
dollars of Treasury Bonds to provide an em- 
ergency fund, 115,000,000 of which are to en- 
able the President to expedite naval construction 
and 35,000,000 dollars are to be devoted to the 
provision of additional submarines.

POSITION OF NEUTRAIS. 


STATEMENT BY GERMAN 


FOREIGN MINISTER. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) | 
AMSTERDAM, Fripay. 

In the Reichstag to-day Herr von Zimmer- 
mann, Minister for Foreign Affaire, referring 
to “the statement published by the Danish 
newspaper, the National Tidendr, that the 
negotiations with Denmark were concluded on 
feisin 28th, said—There is no official news 
confirming the statement of the National 
Tidende. For my part, I consider steamship 
communication between Denmark and Norway 
unobjectionable. We have proclaimed a com- 
meree barrier against our enemies, but we did 
not say that we should prevent communication 
between neutrals. If vessels go from Denmark 
to Norway, there to transfer foodstuffs to 
British steamers, then we hope that those 
vessels will be suhk by our submarines on en- 
tering our commerce barrier. Communication 
between Denmark and Aberdeen will be under- 
taken by vessels at their own risk. I hope they, 
too, will be caught by our submarines. I think 

can give you an ‘assurance that I shall, be 
able very shortly to make a statement which 
will convince all sceptics that we are serious as 
regards our commerce ‘barrier against Great 
Britain, and that we are not inclined to knock 
holes in it by concessions.

ADMIRAL JELLICOE AND THE 
MERCHANT SERVICE, 

Every British merchantman armed with at 
least an efficient gun at the stern was forecasted 
by Mr. William H. Raeburn, of Glasgow, In his 
Presidential address to the Chamber of Shipping 
at the annual meeting, which was held at the 
Great Eastern Hotel, Liverpool street, London, 
yesterday. Mr. Raeburn said that they hailed 


‘with satisfaction the vigour with which the 


Admiralty were now having our merchant ships 
armed. ‘They believed this to be one of the best 
preventives of “U” boat attacks. From what 
he heard he was in hope that very soon they 
would see every vessel provided with a gun. 
Though the losses to Allied shipping caused by 
enemy submarines during the last two or three 
months had been serious, there was nothing 
alarming in the situation. Scarcely less umport- 
ant than shipbuilding was the work of repairing 
“lame ducks,” of which, owing to the war, 
there was a very large increase. The men were 
making enorinous wages, and giving less and 
less work in return, he declared. There was not 
oniy scarcity of material, but scarcity of men,

BRITISH OFFICIAL. 


Friday, 9.12 p.m.—Our troops have made 
further progress to-day north of Warlencourt- 
Baucourt and north of Puisieux-au-Mont. 
Local German counter-attacks made against our 
advanced positions north-east. of Gueudecourt 
and north-west of Ligny-Thilloy early this morn- 
ing were repulsed with loss. 

As a result of the fighting on the Ancre to- 
day we captured one officer and 127 other 
ranks, three machine guns, and four trench 
mortars. 

This morning our troops raided the German 
trenches near Angres Calonne and north-east 
of Loos. Twenty prisoners weré captured. 

An enemy raiding party made an unsuccessful 
atiempt last night to enter our trenches south- 
east. of Roclincourt. Hostile artillery has shown 
considerable activity to-day in the neighbdhr- 
hood of Sailly Saillisel, Armentiéres, and Ypres. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL. 

Friday.—West of Soissons two simultaneous 
raids carried out by the Germans yesterday 
during the evening against our positions north 
of Vingre failed under our fire, and cost the 
enemy some losses. in the Argonne we 
entered a German trench near Vauguois, and 
brought back some prisoners. There was a 
fairly lively artillery struggle in Avocourt 
Wood. 

Aviation.—Yesterday evening two German 
aeroplanes dropped bombs in Montidier. One 
woman was killed and two children and a man 
were wounded. One of our air squadrons com- 
posed of 11 machines bombarded the hutments 
of Guiseard, the railway station of Appilly, 
and the railway étation of Baboeuf (Oise), 
where a fire was seen to break out 

Friday Night.—The day was quiet along the 
whole front, and there was no infantry action. 
Our artillery successfully bombarded enemy 
organisations to the north of the Aisne and on 
the left bank of the Meuse. During the ‘night 
an enemy aeroplane dropped some bombs on the 
ouiskiris of Compiégne. Only slight material 
damage was done.

SAVAGE TREATMENT OF 
BELGIAN DEPORTEES. 
—IT 


AUTHENTIC STATEMENT. 


We have received from the Belgian Govern- 
merit the latest news concerning the treatment 
of Belgian deportees in Germany. It is em- 
bodied in a report made to the Belgian 
authorities by a number of men who suc- 
ceeded in escaping from Germany, and is an 
authentic record of their actual experience. 
It is impossible to read, unmoved, the story of 
their sufferings in the concentration camps, 
and of their spirited resistance. The plain, 
unvarnished picture they have drawn con- 
vinces one that German methods have almost 
exhausted barbarous ingenuity. The report is 
as follows :— ! 

‘All the men of our village, from 17 to 
55 years of age, were ordered, at the sound 
of the drum, to appear on December 9th, 
1916, before the local military 
Florenville (Belgian Luxembourg). They were 
told to take a light pack with them, 20 marks 
of money, and. enough food for 24 hours. 
—— who did not come would be seized by 
orce. 

“ About 200 of us gathered at Florenville 
on the appointed day. The selection was 
made without any regard whatever to age, 
trade, profession, physical strength, or social 
class; but fhe few men who had consented to 
work for the enemy in Belgium were, of course, 
not taken. We were at once urged to sign 
an engagement. As we all refused, we were 
led to the station between two rows of soldiers 
and Uhlans. The crowd—mostly women and 
children—was ruthlessly pushed back, and we 
had not even the comfort of seeing our wives 
and children before we left. : 

“From Florenville to Muenster the journey 
lasted 28 hours. By then some other de- 
portees had got into our train, so that we were 
nearly 500 when we arrived. They left us an 
hour standing on the platform at Muenster, 
where the crowd mocked us and insulted us; 
then they marched us between soldiers to the 
camp of Muensterlager, where we arrived at 
8 o'clock at night. There they gave us our 
rations of rutabaga soup, and some blankets. 
(The rutabaga is a kind of beet-root only 
used for cattle food before the war, and which 
has to a great extent replaced the potato in 
Belgium. ) At Mueneterlager the deportees 
get a cup of coffee in the morning, a ration 
of rutabaga soup at mid-day, and in the even- 
ing a piece of bad bread and some more soup. 

“We met in the camp a great number of 
deportees from Mons and the surrounding dis- 
trict. They had arrived six weeks before, and 
were in a most pitiful condition. Two of them 
died before our eyes in one day. Strong men 
of 20 to 30 were absolutely worn out, and 
walked like old men, with bent backs and 
shuffling feet. They had undergone terrible 
experiences. Having refused to work for the 
enemy, they had been taken to a punishment 
camp (straflager), where they had been com- 
pelled to work in the marshes during ,42 days, 
im the coldest weather, with only their shirt 
and trousers on, without food during the 
whole day. One day a patrol trained a 
machine gun on them, and, as they still 
refused to sign an engagement, they were 
fired at with blank cartridges. Another day 
soldiers threatened them with rifles and 
bayonete. We only met at Muenster part of 
those who survived this ‘treatment. The same 
story was told us by all those who had been 
to the straflager, so that we can guarantees 
its authenticity. i 

“There was in the camp a Labour Bureau, 
visited by all the employers of the surrounding 
towns. Some of us, unable to stand the 
régime of the camp any longer, and hoping 
to be able to escap6 more easily if we were 
not under immediate military supervision, 
consented to work in the Mannesmann muni- 
tion factory at Gelsenkirchen. We were pro- 
mised a daily salary of 8 to 12 marks, out of 
which 2.60 marks would be taken for our board 
and lodging. We were allowed to correspond 
with our relatives in Belgium, and to receive 
parcels from them. We were promised leave 
after two months, in order to go to Belgium, 
and to be definitely released after four months. 
But after a few days’ work we soon realised 
that none of these promises would be kept. 
Our cars to Belgium never reached their 
destination, and our salary was not paid. 
They took 3.25 marks for our board, and after 
six weeks at Gelsenkirchen we were only given 
8.50 marks, one day’s wage. .

R.LC. AND FOOD PRODUCTION, 
The Inspector-General of the Royal Irish 


Constabulary having relaxed the regulation 

rohibiting members of the force from renting 
and, the married and single sergeants, acting 
sergeants, and constables in Londonderry have 
taken a six-acre field of ploughed land outside 
the city, forthe purpose of cultivating it with 
the object of increasing the food productiveness 
of the district. Of the six acres, the married 
men are responsible for the cultivation of 
four and a half, the single men looking after 
the balance. The project has been taken up 
with enthusiasm, and it is expected that the 
example of Londonderry will be followed by 
the members of the force in other towns. 


TILLAGE WORK IN THE COUNTRY. 


The following information has reached the 
Department of Agriculture as to the pro,ress 
of tillage operations in certain counties and 
districts :—~ 

Co, Tyrone.—Ploughing is now rapidly pro- 
ceeding. The county is tilling very well. 

Co. Cork (Kinsale, Midleton, and Youghal 
Districts).—Ploughs are at work «overywhere. 
The majority of occupiers seem inclined to do 
their very utmost in the way of extra tillage, 
apart altogether from the compulsory tillage 
requirements. At two centres ploughing is 
being carried out on the hiring system. 
Potatoes, oats, and wheat appear to be the 
crops most in favour. 

Co. Londonderry.—Tho disappearance of the 
frost was followed by a complete change in. 
the face of the countryside, due to the exten- 
sive ploughing operations a! present in pro- 
gress. As many as four teams have been 
counted at work together in the same field. 
On some holdings as much as 90 per cent. of 
the entire acreage is being put under culti- 
vation. : 

Co. Roscommon (Northern Portiqn).—Many 
farmers had been making their preparations 
during the period of frost and snow, and 
hundreds of ploughs are now at work. The 
carts of landholders who had never previously 


owned a farm implement have been seen carry-_ 


ing ploughs from the towns. Hunting and 
earriage horses have been brought into requisi- 
tion for ploughing, and many of the owners, 
gentlemen farmers, have learned within the 
past few weeks how to handle a plough them- 
selves, and are busily at work. Farmers are 
travelling long distances to attend the food 
produation meetings addressed by the in- 
structors. 

Co. Galway, (South).—Most of the farmers 


show a keen desire to mm with the Regula- | 


tions. A very large num of ploughs and 
other implements have been purchased in the 
ordinary way and through the Department's 
loan scheme. The Estates Commissioners havo 
a motor plough and three wheel ploughs at 
work on their lands at Kilreecle, where they 
intend to till 200 acres. ; 

Co. Longford.—-The system of seed supply 
from parishes where seed can be spared to those 
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plough in the county. Ploughs are now at 
work in every district, and everywhere the 
amateurs who have been called to the furrow 
by the needs of the country a to revel in 
their work. A splendid example was set the 
Drumshambo farmers by Mr. —— with a team 
on his stiff clay hill. 


POTATO SUPPLIES. 


The supplies of potatoes in the Dublin market 
continue to be very scarce. Farmers through- 
out the country appear to be holding their 
stocks in order to avail of higher prices later. 
Factors complain that they cannot buy at the 
prices demanded and make a reasonable profit. 
The prices yesterday, even for inferior potatoes, 
ruled as high as £11 10s. per-ton. Orders 
apparently have not yet been given to the police 
authorities to see that the Food Controller's 
prices are to be observed, but sellers and buyers 
have been frequently questioned as to prices. 
Representations have been made to the authori- 
ties in London, and it is expected that the 
present. conditions existing in Dublin will be 
altered next week. 

There were no potatoes brought to the mid. 
week market in Tipperary, and the supplies at 
Saturday's market were only half the norma! 
quantity. 

Referring to the potato scarce at the Athy 
Guardians’. meeting, Mr. Thomas Plewman, 
J.P., said that the regulations were a tempta- 
tion to farmers to wait for the high prices. 
If the Government had not interfered there 
would be enough for all. 

There is a great shortago of potatoes in 
Cahir, and only three bags were offered for 
sale at the weekly market yesterday. The 
police were present to enforce the Food Con- 
troller’s price.
